London, July 8—(1:29 p. m.)—^In ac- 
cordance with the recent decision of the 
British 
govemmet to discontinue 
the 
partial enforcement 
of 
declaration of 
London which has reference to the con- 
duct of naval warfare, an order in coun- 
cil was published today in the London 
Gazette, under which all orders made un- 
der the declaration of London since the 
beginning of the war, are vsdthdrawn. 


The new order declares it to be the in- 
tention of Great Britain and her allies to 
exercise their belligerent rights at sea 


London, July 8.—^With the aid 
of innumerable guns and waves of 
infantry, the British army contin- 
ues to make slow progress in its 
effort to bring the front line be- 
tween the Ancre and Montauban 
on a level with the French line ^ 
further south, the French having 
pushed farther ahead than tlie al- 
lies.

reared near Angola herself and has al- 
ways lived there. 


She is a large ^woman.

Hurty, secretary of the state board of 
health, special Instructions have been 
dispatched to health officers through- 
out the state asking them to be on 
the lookout for cases and symptoms 
of Infantile paralysis and immediately 
to isolate all such cases. 


Latest developments in the health 
investigation that has been made by 
the eastern authorities has revealed 
that bacterial-Infested 
milk 
is the 
most likely cause of the epidemic and 
this bit of Information has caused all 
dairies In Fort Wayne as well as In 
the Hoosler state, to be made subject 
to close Investigation. 
Other sources 
given out as a cause for the disease 
are: 
Chronic carriers, dust 
clouds, 
sheep, chickens, cows and flies.

The fighting at Estrees and Belloy-

with both French and Gernum resorting 
chiefly to the use of the bayonet and 
Hand grenades and fighting with the ut- 
most desperation.

standing the destination shown on the 
papers, proceeds to an enemy 
port, 
shall be liable to capture and 
con- 
demnation if she is encountered be-^ 
fore the end of her next voyage. 
^ 


" F o u r t h — A vessel carrying contra- 
band shall be liable to capture 
and 
condemnation if the contraband, reck- 
oned either by value, weight, volume 
or freight, forms more than half the 
cargo." 


It is f u r t h e r ordered that 
nothing 
in the new regulations shall be deem- 
ed to aifect the order in council of 
March 11, 1915, for f u r t h e r restrict- 
ing the commerce of the enemy, or 
any 
proclamation 
d_eclaring 
articles 
to be contraband of war during the 
present hostilities nor shall the new 
regulations affect the validity of any- 
thing done under the orders in coun- 
cil now withdrawn. 
Any cause or pro- 
ceeding commenced in prize court be- 
fore the making of the new 
order 
may, if tjie court thinks it just, be 
heard and decided under the 
orders 
withdrawn, so f a r as they were in 
force when such cause or proceeding 
was begun or would have been appli- 
cable in such cause or proceeding if 
the new order had not been made.

Man persons no doubt, to seme ex- 
tent, share the fancy of children that 
the circus "just comes of itself when 
the weather gets warm w-nough" as the 
wild flowers do, and it may occasion 
them some mild surprise to know that 
to a very large proportion of the show 
folks, bleak winter, when they 
are 
supposed to be hibernating, is really 
the season of their greatest activities, 
anxieties and hardest toil. 


When the circus comes to town, the 
early riser gains some faint idea of 
the system and amount of labor re- 
quired to erect the tents and prepare 
for the entertainment; but the work 
done in winter is of an entirely dif- 
ferent sort, but, of necessity, all in 
preparation for the busy days of the 
all-summer tour. In summer the show 
has but one center of activity—^the 
arena. 
All the work of loading and 
unloading the ci:Aus trains bears di- 
rectly upon the performances under 
the immense spread of canvas. 


Workingmen by the score are em- 
ployed/in erecting the tents, and mov- 
ing the animals nnc circus par;ipher- 
nalia 
onto the ]ot, 
and placing in 
proper position the integral parts of 
the massive structure which, as if by 
magic, rises into a city of tents upon 
the show lot. 
The work can be wit- 
nessed in every town the circus ap- 
pears in, but the work in winter time 
is carried on from various centers; 
the general business ofiice, tlie "Win- 
ter Quarters," where all the animals 
are housed, and the assistant superin- 
tendent's department, 
which 
covers 
the wardrobe and properties. 


From 
these 
centers, 
lines of 
In- 
dustry radiate out 
over the 
wide, 
wide world. 
The circus affording best 
illustrations of these facts is unques- 
tionaby the Sells-Floto Circus—Cham- 
pion Shows of the World, which comes 
to Fort Wayne 
next Thursday, 
not 
simply because it is the largest and 
grandest in the world, but 
for the 
reason that its system of 
organiza- 
tion and executive methods, in all de-

In the general offices of the show 
are centered the affairs of all the dis- 
tinctively 
classified 
departments

which work preparatory for the next 
tenting season is going on. 
The sev- 
eral European 
agents 
are

daily 
communication with these headquar- 
ters, by letters and cablegrams, 
re- 
porting upon and receiving instruc- 
tions for the engagement of prcte.s- 
sionals in all lines, purchase of new 
animals for the menagerie and 
the 
quest for strange objects , of 
every 
kind, animate or inanimate. 


Early in the year advance agents, 
men of Jong experience, keen obser\ a- 
tlon, fertility of resource and 
thor- 
ough reliability, are sent out over a 
tentatve route for the summer cam- 
paign^ 
They visit every town on the 
route, and, from personal Inspection 
and investigation, 
send 
full 
reports 
upon all existing conditions, circum- 
stances 
and 
contingent possibilities 
that might affect the success of tho 
show in such place. 
Railway facilities 
and 
connections, 
obtainable 
show 
grounds, 
cost 
of 
license, 
billboards 
and other local expenses, 
industrial 
and political 
conditions, 
sanitation 
and many other things are of import- 
ance in their perquisition. 
If neces- 
sary, as appears from these reports, 
the route will be changed or jnodifloii 
to either leave out certain towns alto- 
gether, going to others instead, or so 
shifted about that those towns may be 
visited later in the season. 
When the 
route is finally determined upon, the 
agents are again sent out to cover it 
with advance contracts of every kind, 
but until the show is well on its way 
for the season, nobody is allowed to 
share in the knowledge of its course 
of travel, held as a secret by the con- 
fidential 
agents. 


During all the winter a hundred or 
more artisans and artists are at work 
constructing, 
rebuilding 
and 
orna- 
menting 
the 
new 
wagons, 
chariots. 


cages, floats and other costly objects 
of the show 
under 
contracts 
made 
with the management and with the 
supervision of the department heads 
concerned. 
In other shops a corps of 
harnessmakers are busy making new, 
strong and fine harness, much of It 
rivaling the most splendid ever seen in 
this country in private equipages of 
the wealthy. 


In no department at the 
general 
oflices is there harder or more per- 
sistent work than in that of "Public- 
ity." 
It gets out a score of pictorial 
papers, hundreds of posters, from one 
to 
fifty-sheet 
size, in infinite variety: 
advertisements 
thai, will appear 
in 
newspapers on the route of the show 
all summer; 
prepares an 
enormous 
amount of collated facts and sugges- 
tive information for the use of news- 
paper 
men; 
designs many 
different 
kinds 
of 
fine 
colored 
lithographs, 
each representing a single attraction 
in the arena, and in a thousand other 
lines aids the success of the institu- 
tion. 


That the season of frost is no timo 
of inertia and repose about the "winter 
quarters" may well be imagined. 
The 
whole 
great 
double 
menageries 
are 
there, and not only require about as 
many 
keepers, 
assistants 
and 
cage 
cleaners as travel with it during the 
summer to take care of the denizens of 
the cages and stalls, but impose upon 
some of them more arduous duiea, for it 
is 
also the season 
of training. 
New 
animals have to be tamed and taught, 
old ones practiced in the ring duties 
that they may not forget. 
The work of 
education goes on continuously all win- 
ter. 
Here, too, are skilled mechanics 
and artisians of all kinds for cages and 
wagons and railroad cars are rebuilt, 
altered, painted and ornamented; new 
tents are 
designed 
and constructed; 
electric lights experimented with, dyna- 
mos tried; 
horses clipped 
and shod; 
supplies of all kinds 
purchased 
from 
paint, gold leaf, nails, etc., to beef and 
hay for the animals. 
The long trains 
of railroad cars used for transporting 
the show have to be overhauled, assur- 
ance gained of their reliable solidity in 
every part, repairs made when neces- 
sary, the sleeping cars refurnishèd, the 
advertising cars redecorated and all re- 
painted handsomely at great 
expense. 
Then the new horses require to be brok- 
en into the business, so to speak. 
The 
ring horses must be kept in practice 
while new ones must be trained. Some 
of these are taught 
new 
accomplish- 
ments, while all must be brought to the 
finest possible condition for the opening 
of the season, and .subsequently for the 
ensuing summer tour. 
Besides all this 
ortists of every kind are busy 
rehearsing 
their individual acts and specialties, and 
every part and parcel of the mighty 
show imdergoes reorganization and bet- 
terment, and with

army of men 
makes the winter quarters a busy scene 
all through the months when the cround 
is blanketed with white snow and frost.

Arriving at the circus grounds the 
work of erecting the tent.'' goes on like 
clock work. 
The most minute details 
receive careful 
and 
expert attention, 
every precaution being taken to avoid 
accident 
or damage 
to 
the 
valuable 
property which is everywhere at hand. 
One of the most interesting features of 
the work is the stake driving, accom- 
plished by teams of five or six 
men 
with heavy sledge hammers working in 
unison and with the precision of me- 


cliunism. . It takes less than a moment 
to drive deep into the ground one of the 
hundreds of stakes upon which so much 
depends. 
There is no single feature of 
the 
absolutely 
necessary 
preliminary 
work that takes so much time and re- 
quires so much expenditure of 
energy 
as does the work of driving the stakes. 


While the stake driving is going on, 
other work in erecting the canvas is 
under way, and soon the great city of 
tents rises complete and ready for the 
performance. 
There 
is 
no 
deviation 
from the daily routine; in town after 
town the work goes on exactly the same 
and the days run into weeks, the weeks 
into months, unto the season's ending. 
The closino: stand is frenerally in some 
southern city, late in the fall, where cli- 
matic conditions are favorable to the 
lengthening of the season.

He quotes from a petition of work- 
men in the large snipbuilding works j

3,576 days' work a month; 740 w*re 
always off because of sickness and the 
accidents 
averaged 
1,15 9 a month.

were lost a month; only 377 men were 
sick and there were only 846 accidents 
per month. 
These 
figures 
from the 
official books of the works are valua- 
ble because they show a part of the 
enormous loss that comes from drink.

word 
implies, 
these 
precious 
truths that all sinners, even the most 
depraved, are atoned for by the divinr,» 
blood of Jesus Christ; that for His sake 
they are offered a full pardon in the 
gospel and that they are as real beggars 
vouchsafed 
everything 
and 
anything 
needed to deliver them from sin to holi- 
ness, from hell to heaven. 


These truths, both of the law and 
the 
gospel, 
incomprehensible 
to 
the 
intellect and antagonistic to the will ot 
natural 
man. 
Rev. 
Stock 
has pro- 
claimed 
for 
fifty 
years. 
Indeed, 
a 
marked example of patience and endur- 
ance, of endeavor and fidelity. Would 
he grow faint and weary of the old, old 
story, he would regain strength and en- 
ergy at the willing hand of his Master. 
Truly he cannot be but exultant in these 
days. In such a blessed work, the rev- 
erend served the Martm's congregation 
without intermission for half a century. 
In 1866 the old settlers of Allen county 
will remember the church organization 
was a small gathering of Indigent fam- 
ilies, yet God's word they must have, 
not only in public services, but also 
in their schools. 
For this reason they 
requested their young pastor to take 
charge of their school as much as his 
pastoral duties would permit. 
He con- 
sented, and for twelve years was both 
their preacher in the pulpit and their 
children's teacher at the desk. 
Well, 
if those who have attended his school 


forty to fifty years ago recollect those 
days, if they r^ect on the benefits which 
they 
derived 
from 
their 
education, 
and the benefits which multiply on their 
offspring, evidently their hearts must 
rejoice for the blessing which God has 
bestowed 
upon 
them 
through 
their 
preacher and teacher. 


Moreover, we know that between a 
faithful minister and a devoted mem- 
ber there is an intimate relation, in' 
sòme regards more intimate than any 
other bond. Consider the course of fifty 
years in such a relation between a pas- 
tor and his fold. Some of his members, 
by baptism, he received to the bosom 
of their spiritual mother, the church 
At six or seven years they were brought 
nearer to him to be reared in the fear 
and admonition of the Lord. 
Some 
years later he selected them to get 
still closer to their hearts, preparing 
them as catechumens for the Lord's 
Table, there to eat of the Body and 
drink the Blood of their Saviour for 
the remisison 
of their óons. A few 
years later, after the boy had become 
a young, sturdy man and the girl a 
flourishing young woman, both some- 
what embarrassed, yet fully confident, 
addressed their pastor, "We intend to 
be married. Will you please solemnize 
our marriage?" 
And 
he did at once 
comply. His bright blue eyes fixed on 
them, the grasp of his warm hands, the 
balmy words flowing from his lips, all 
anticipating the blessings upon their 
matrimony. 


In these fifty years how often was the 
pastor a comforter in their diseases or 
other troubles, for how many was he a 
prop in their bereavement when their 
strength failed them. 
Most assuredly, 
occasion and cause enough for St. Mar- 
tin's congregation to be jubilant in these 
days. There were others doing the same 
work with him. It is with ssidness they 
realize that all the pioneers of the Lu- 
theran church of Allen county have 
gone, yet it is with gladness, singular, 
peculiar gladness they still behold one 
of them. 
That one, whom they have 
been in close, enlivening, inspiring and 
encouraging touch with for as many 
years as they 
were 
laboring in Fort 
Wayne and all of Allen county. 
Their 
joy, their gratitude is great and deep 
for the signal 
blessing they derived 
from their reverend and beloved spirit- 
ual father. S. F. C. F. Stock. 
Though 
they notice with regret the vestiges of 
his declining years, they look up to 
him not onlv as a beacon light directing 
the safe coure to the haven of eternal 
rest, but also 
as an 
advanced pilot, 
whom they may follow in directing their 
congregations to the blessed goal, ever- 
lastiner salvation. 


Born In the village of Friedrlcsh- 
Bhoehe, L.ur Hessen, Germany, October 
3, 1844, he came to this country in 1851 
with his mother and step-father, his 
(father having died when he was but a 
babe. 
The family settled in Darke 
county, Ohio, and there the Rev. Mr. 
Stock spent his youth. 


At the age of 17 the young man en- 
tered the theological seminary at St. 
Louis, completing a full course in the- 
ology on June 2, 1866. During the last 
year of his college course he spent six 
months as pastor and teacher at Prjii- 
rietown. 111. That was his only pas- 
torate other than the one here, for im- 
mediately upon his graduation he came 
to Allen county to answer a call from 
the Martini church. 


When the Rev. Mr. Stock came here 
he was warmly welcomed by the mem- 
bers of the congregation, but of that 
number he alone is alive now, every 
one of the old voting members having 
passed away. 
Several 
women 
who 
were members of the church at that 
time still dive, but there is not one of 
the voting members of 1866 now alive. 


The old log church which stood on 
the site of the present edifice was torn 
down in 1871 and the present building 
erected; A new school and a parsonage 
have been erected since the Rev. Mr. 
Stock took charge of the congregation, 
and the little church has grown won- 
derfully, despite the tendency of the 
farm dwellers to move Into the city 
and leave behind them the country life 
and the country church. 


On November 7, 1867, the Rev. Mr. 
Stock was united In marriage to Miss 
Sophia M^irgaret Wiese, »a, native of 
Adams township. 
Nine children were 
bom to this union, two of whom are 
now dead. 
Otto Frederick Ferdinand 
Stock died twenty-three 
years 
ago 
when he returned from the .St. Louis 
seminary, broken In health as a result 
of over study, and a daughter, Sophia, 
died during the past month. 
Of the 
living children the Rev. Walter Stock 
Is now a minister In Alberta, Canada, 
but Is now here on a visit; Mrs. Flora 
Rebber lives near the church, and F. 
W. Otto Stock lives 
In 
Stevensvllle, 
Mont. Tlhose In Fort Wayne are Mrs. 
Helen Meier, F. W. Paul Stock, John 
H. M. Stock and Christian J. R. Stock.

Washington, D. C. July 8.—Torreon, 
the. scene of a recent violent outbreak 
by Mexicans 
against 
American resi- 
dents, is the subject of today's war 
graphy bi^J^tin issued in Washi 
by the Natinal Georgraphical society, 
"This town of 35,000 inhabitants, which 
resembles a thriving American manu 
facturing center, is thus described: 


"In the midst of one of the most fer 
tile agricultural districts of Mexico, and 
enjoying the advantage of railroad con 
nections north, south, east and west 
Torreon 
has 
enjoyed 
a 
phenomenal 
growth during the last twenty years. 


"The city is situated on the south 
western edge of the border state 
Coahuila, only a few miles from th 
rich mining state of Durango. 
Here 
the Mexican Central railway and the 
Mexican International cross. 
By the 
former it is 519 miles to the Texas 
border at El Paso, and by the latter 
383 miles to Eagle Pass. 
Mexico City 
lies 707 miles to the southeast, 
the 
nearest point to the American border 
is due north of Torreon, about 230 mile 
in an air line. The city of Duranj^o w 
150 miles to the southwest by rail and 
Tampico, on the Oulf of Mexico, >s 530 
miles to the southeast. 


"With such exceptional railroad fa 
cilities and with an enormously rich 
mining district from which to draw, aa 
well as a highly productive farming sac 
tion, it is not surprising that Torreon 
has grown from an insignificant Indian 
village in 1896 to one of the most pro 
gressive centers of population in north 
ern Mexico. 
As recently as 1887 the 
site of the present town was the El 
Coyote ranch. 
The name Torreon was 
taken from a watchtower which the 
ranch owner erected as a precautionary 
measure against marauding Indians who 
infested the region. 


'Today Torreon has substantial brick 
and cement 
business 
houses, electric 
lights and telephones, several big cotton 
factories, the largest soap factory in 
the southern republic, important flour 
mills, and girantic smelters, which re 
duce ores sent from mines hundreds of 
miles distant. 
' 


'The cotton 
factories 
are supplied 
with raw material from the great La 
guna district which produces nine-tenths 
of all the cotton raised in Mexico. The 
size of the crop depends largely each 
year on the amount of rainfall during 
the wet season, which begins in June 
and continues until October. 
During 
the fall months, following the rain, the 
streams of the Laguna district overflow 
their banks, covering the valleys with 
water to a depth of several feet. Aftc-r 
this has soaked into the land the farm- 
ers plow the dried crust of soil and 
leave it until February or March, wlien 
the cotton is planted. 


"The less progressive natives, who ari! 
content with a smaller yield, do not 
find it necessary to plant their crops 
oftener than every eight or ten years, 
for cotton is perennial in this region. 
The plant was found in Mexico by the 
Spaniards. 
Columbus recognized it off 
the mainland of Yucatan in -502. The 
Aztecs and Toltecs knew its uses and 
not only did they weave beautiful gar- 
ments of it. but they used it in quilted 
form to make breast-plates which were 
proof against arrows. 


"Torreon has quite an extensive trade 
with the outside world, importing elec- 
trical, raining and agricultural machin- 
ery and exporting gold, silver, lead and 
the 
rubber 
manufactured 
from 
the 
Guayule shrub, which grows in this re- 
gion. 


"It is a ride of twenty-five minutes 
on the electric cars to the large subur- 
ban town of Lerdo, iust over the border 
of Coahuila in Durango. Here the rents 
are much cheaper than in the larger 
city."

COMIMSTIC PUII 


Working to Solve Farm La- 
bor and Farm Produc- 
tion Problems. 


Rome, Italy, June 20.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—In or- 
der to solve problems of farm labor and 
farm production, Italy has introduced 
set of communistic measures that are 
stated to be more comprehensive than 
any of those yet devised by the various 
countries of Europe now at war. 


By decree of the minister of agricul- 
ture, the entire farming system of the 
country has been reorganized on a mix 
tual basis by which land owners are 
forced to aid their tenants, by %vhich 
prefects of departments are required to 
oversee the relations of both owner and 
tenant, by which the government itself 
is compelled to buy and loan machin- 
ery, and, finally, by which tenants must 
help each other and loan both machin- 
ery and labor. 


The decree »^rovides for the exemp- 
tion from military service of the farm- 
er, if he be the only male left to till tiie 
soil. 
It also encourages the emp^.t.v - 
ment of women labor on the farm, giv- 
ing them proper 
pay and permittin.^ 
them to make contracts of the character 
customarily made in peace times with 
men laborers. 


Laborers are granted a seventy-five 
per cent, reduction in railway fares, 
just as if on military servic.-% so tJiat 
they may be shifted cheaply from one 


district to another, according to labor 
demands and the rotation of crops. Spe- 
cial courts to settle disputes between 
laborers or farmers have been provided 
for each farming district. 


When a tenant is forced to employ 
e.xtra help, the land owner is required 
to pay one-half of the wages of such 
help. 
Special commissions are also be- 
ing established in each department to 
regulate the distribution of labor, of 
machinery and of horses, mules and ox- 
en, no matter who the owner, so that 
the most pressing crop« and harvests 
may be attended 
to 
in time.

It is hoped these measures will keep 
up the normal production of the land, 
which has recently suffered severely by 
the calling of farmers under arms. This 
present year the wheat crop of Italy 
is but 94.1 per cent, of last year, though 
3 per cent, more than the average of the 
five-year period of 1909-1913, when the 
yearly wheat 
import 
of 
Italy was 
valued at over $15,000,000. 
From Au- 
gust last to the end of March of this 
year, Italy imported more than twice 
as much wheat 
as 
for the preceding 
year. 


BroM-n bread has been the rule on all 
the tables of Italy for the past four 
months. 
The price of wheat is more 
than twice that in the United States, 
being $8 the quintal, or $3 more per 
quintal than before the war.

Multitude of Bodily Ali- 
ments Prevent Men from 
Passing Strict 
Govern-

Guard Officers Amazed at 
Scarcity of Healthy Men.

ordinary American citizen lost his fight- 
ing form f 
Is he physically unlit to take 
up the duties of war? 
Has he, during 
fat years of peace and prosperity, dwin- 
dled down to a phyeical weakling, in- 
competent to do his duty at a

rhen the country is calling for red- 
blooded men to serve on the Mexican 
border? 


President Wilson, a week or two ago, 
ordered the national guard of the coun- 
try to mobilize. 
The militia organiza- 
tions throughout the nation, howeveBf 
were not recruited up to minimum war 
strength. 
Army men siipposed it would 
be an

matter—merely

routine—to ' develop the militia to Its 
war strength in men. 
But the average 
American citizen seems to have fallen 
dov/n on the job. 
Recruiting officers 
have announced that on the west coast 
four out of five men applying for piace.s 
in the ranks have been rejected on ac- 
count of physical unfitness.

Answers Plea for More Cash 
to Continue County In- 
stitution. 


ilie sum of $6,300 was appropriated 
by the coimty council, in special called 
session Saturdav, to ^ v e r 
items 
of 
county expense for the remainder of the 
fiscal year, dominant amonig which was 
$2,000 for t ^ 
nuiintenance of the tu- 
berculosis hospital, known as Fort Re 
covery. 
The council could not consider 
the proposition to issue bonds to cover 
$d0,000 expense in 
the erection 
of a 
county hospital for the reason that the 
members were suttunoned for purposes of 
an appropriation. 
If a bond issue had 
been voted it would have been necessary 
to provide for a levy to handle it and 
this could not be done witmn the legal 
period before the September meeting of 
the cotmcil. 


Appeals Are Made. 
Appeals were made to the members 
of the council by Dr. ^ric Crull, superin- 
tendent of the tuberculosis hospital; Dr, 
M. 0. Senseny, head of the tuberculosis 
hospital of St. Joseph county, 
South 
Bend; Dr. E. M. VanBuskirk, of the 
county health department; Cliff Lipkey, 
William P. Breen and Mrs. Jane Mern 
wether, who is connected with the tu 
beroulosi^ camp. 
All told of the neces- 
sity of the aid to carry ^on the work 
there, whether in form of an appropri- 
ation or a new building. 


Dr. ^ehseny told of work being done 
in St. Joseph coimty. 
The tuberculosis 
hospital there houses forty-five patients 
and about $65,000 has been spent in 
maintenance during the eight years of 
its existence. 
I t is self-supporting, he 
declared. 
He outlined In his talk why 
it was cheaper to take an Incipient case 
of tuberculosis and treat it in a hospital 
for that purpose, with the possibility 
of improvement in the patient in five 
months, rather than send the patient to 
the county infirmary and probably have 
the patient die in two years requiring 
that the county care for his family and 
bury the victim. 


Must Save Wreckage. 


He illustrated many cases of patients 
turned out of the South Bend institu- 
tion after five months' treatment, able 
to work 
and support a family. 
For 
every death he said there was usually 
from six to eight cases In the commu- 
nity. 
He said a tuberculosis hospital 
should be a method of saving wreckage; 
that it should be an educational factor 
for the arrest of the white plague. 
He 
said combination of a tuberculosis hos- 
pital with an almshouse was a bad plan, 
for there were often tubercular patients 
entering the hospital who were able to 
pay a small fee for their 
treatment. 
They disliked the stigma of being pub- 
lic barges, he declared. 


Tells of Appropriations. 


The first appropriation for the check 
of incipient cases of tuberculosis was 
made in St. Joseph county four years 
ago, and the second was for the site 
for the hospital alone. 
Dr. Senseny 
asserted that the farm on which the hos- 
pital was located grew crops, part of 
wliich were sold and tho remainder used» 
Fifty per cent of the pátients, he said, 
could do their rooms, but many were noi 
dependable in farm worfe. 
ipe 
In the estimation of the South Bend 
doctor the facilities for handling of tu- 
bercular patients at Fort Recovery are 
inadequate. 
There are now fifteen pa- 
tients in the hospital and 
there 
are 
many applications, it is reported. 
Dr. 
Eric Crull appeared before the county 
council and told of- the limitations ot 
equipment, including lack of a sick room 
and a place in which to gtve a sponge 
bath. 


Breen Before CouncIL 


William P. Breen, declaring he ap- 
peared as an interested taxpayer, saiil 
he favored enlargement of the hospital 
work as a necessary public charity anc? 
he said it was his belief that many lives 
would be reclaimed from an alinost sure 
death by the extension of the work. 


Dr. VanBuskirk 
advocated 
financial 
aid for the tubercular hospital showing 
how treatment of incipient cases re- 
flected its value in the care of cases 
through the county health office. I t was 
shown that it cost $1 a day to main- 
tain a patient at the tubercular camp, 
near Fort Wayne, and that this expense 
was reduced to the minimum by the 
efforts of tho attaches. 


Will Look Around. 


The county council was disposed to 
consult authorities on landscape gardenr 
ing or men of experience in erecting hos- 
pitals in other cities before any move 
was made to erect a building to coat 
$50,000. 
They 
contended they 
had a 
large farm and that to build buildings 
without an 
objective 
of which 
they 
were sure would be impractical.

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Infantile Paralysis. 


.After having claimed hundreds of young lives in New York city, 


where it has gotten so far beyond control as to amount to an epidemic 
infantile paralysis, that mysterious malady which is the horror of doe- 
tor and layman alike, is now appearing in other sections of the coun- 
try. The situation is one which amounts to national concern, and the 
federal government has already taken steps to lend the aid of its finest 
experts in the fight on the plague. In Indiana, as in other states 
health authorities, alive to the dire possibilities that would inevitably 
follow any considerable spread of the disease, are issuing warnin 
and urging vigilance on the part of health officers and physicians 
everywhere in dealing promptly with suspected cases as a public safe 
guard as well as in the interest of the individual patient. 


This is a time not for panic, but for precaution. Physicians wh 


have made a thorough study of the disease have described the symp 
toms and'issued instructions to mothers in order to reduce to a mini- 
mum, the chances of the spread of the disease. Concerning symptoms 
they say in effect: 


The disease grows from nricrohic bacteria which enters 


through the nose. 


The typical symptoms are stomach trouble or diarrhoea. 
.The child becomes feverish, irritable and restless. Paraly- 


sis of the legs or arms follows. 


Many cases do not run this typical course. A large propor- 


tion of eases do not show paralysis at all. These are partic- 
ularly dangerous to the community because the one afflicted 
spreads the disease to others. 
In dealing with this as with other human maladies, the ounce of 


prevention is infinitely to be preferred to the pound of cure. Here is 
•what the physicians advise with reference to guarding, against the 
disease: 


TVatch children, carefully. 
Keep children suffering from nasal catarrh away from 


large' gatherings of people. 


i 
Touch sore lips and nose with fine dry boric acid powder 


every few hours. 
* , 


Irrigate both sides of the nose from a cup—not with' a 


medicine'dropper—five or six times a day with warm water 
in which five or ten per cent, boric acid has been dissolved. 


Pasteurize or boil all milk \ 
Give the children plenty of handkerchiefs. Boil the 'ker- 


chiefs every day. 


Consult your doctor for advice whenever there is the 


slightest doubt as to the ailment of you rchild. 
There is every reason for the confident expectation that with the 


alertness displayed by health authorities and the medical fraternity 
everywhere it -will be possible to prevent anything like a general epi- 
demic of infantile paralysis. In the meantime, however, let is be thor- 
oughly understood that very much depends upon the care and the 
vigilance of the laity in assisting the medical profession in this work

conditions and says: 
"Without the 


liquor reform I am perfectly certain 
there ;.>ould have been an enormous 
amount of misery and slyness, be- 
sides much less efficiency Sir military 
and industrial undertakings." 


He quotes from a petition of work- 


men in the large snlpbuilding works 
against the permission of the sale of 
wine in the town, which, points out 
that before prohibition the 
nearly 


4,000 men employed there used to lose 
3,576 days' work a month; 740 w»re 
always off because of sickness and the 
accidents 
averaged 
1,159 a month. 


Since prohibition only 1,90"! 
days 


I 


were lost a month; only 377 men were 
sick and there were "only 846 accidents 
ppr month. 
These figures from the 


official books of the works are valua- 
ble because^they show a part of the 
enormous loss that comes from drink. 


The correspondent speaks of the ab- 


solute absence of drunkenness in the 
town; of the quiet order even in the 
poorest quarters and the absence of 
squalid misery and begging.

Moreover, we know that between a 


faithful minister and a devoted mem- 
ber there is an intimate relation, in 
some regards more intimate than any 
other bond.

Some of his members, 
by baptism, he received to the bosom 
of their spiritual mother, the church 
At six or seven years they were brought 
nearer to him to be reared in the fear 
and admonition of the Lord.

Stock was united in marriage to Miss 
Sophia Margaret Wlese, a native of 
Adams township. Nine children were 
born to this union, two of whom are 
now dead. Otto Frederick Ferdinand 
Stock died twenty-three years ago 
when he returned from, the St. Louis 
seminary, broken In healjh as a result 
of over study, and a daughter, Sophia, 
died during the past month. Of the 
Irving children the Rev. Walter Stock 
is now a minister In Alberta, Canada, 
but is now here on a visit; Mrs. Flora 
Rebber lives near the church, and F. 
W. Otto Stock lives in Stevensvillo, 
Mont Those In Fort Wayne are Mrs.

by the Natinal Georgraphical society. 
This town of 35,000 inhabitants, which 
resembles a thriving American manu- 
facturing center, is thus described: 


"In the midst of one of the most fer- 


tile agricultural districts of Mexico, and 
enjoying the advantage of railroad con- 
nections north, south, cast and west, 
Torreon 
has 
enjoyed 
a 
phenomenal 


growth during the last twenty years. 


"The 
city is situated on the south- 


western edge of the border state <>f 
Coshuila. only a. few miles from rh" 
rich mining' state of Durangn.

the Mexican Central railway and the 
Mexican International cross. 
By the 


former it is 513 miles to the Texas 
border at El Paso, and by the latter 
383 miles to EnRle Pass. Mexico City 
lies 707 miles to the southeast. 
The 


nearest point to the American border 
is due north of Torreon, about 230 miles 
in an air line. The city of Duran/o w 
150 miles to the southwest by rail and 
Tampico, on the Gulf of Mexico, is 53U 
miles to the southeast. 


"With such exceptional railroad fa- 


cilities and with an enormously rich 
mining district from which to draw, as 
well as a highly prodxietive farming sec- 
tion, it is not surprising that Torreon 
has grown from an insienificant Indian 
village in 1800 to one of the most pro- 
gressive centers of population in north- 
ern Mexico.

"Today Torreon has substantial brick 


and cement 
business 
houses, electric 


lights and telephones, several big cotton 
factories, the largest soap factory in 
the southern republic, important flour 
mills, and gifantic smelters, which re- 
duce ores sent from mines hundreds of 
miles distant. 


"The 
cotton factories are supplied 


with raw material from the great la- 
guna district which produces nine-tenths 
of all the cotton raised in Mexico. The 
size of the crop depends largely each 
year on the amount of rainfall during 
the wet season, which begins in Juni; 
and continues until October. During 
the fall months, following the rain, the 
streams of the Laguna district overflow 
their banks, covering the valleys with 
water to a depth of several feet. After 
this has soaked into the land the fann- 
ers plow the dried crust of soil and 
leave it until February or March, when 
the cotton is planted. 


"The less progressive natives, who in> 


content with a smaller yield, do not 
find it necessary to nlant their crops 
fcftener than every eight or ten years 
for cotton i« perennial in this region 
The plant was found in Mexico by thi. 
Spaniards. Columbus recognized it of 
the mainland of Yucatan in -502. The 
Aztecs and Toltecs knew its uses and 
not only did they weave beautiful gar- 
ments of it. but they used-it in quilted 
form to make breast-plates which were 
proof against arrows.
